Hew Pesitions Occapied. 

Lon non, April 10.—The Times’ special 
from Versailles says the Government troops 
now occupy, in strong force, the towns of 
Boulogne, Asneires, and Sahlonville, and 
have unmasked a number of new batteries be. 
tween Neuilh and the ramparts of Paris. 

Many of the Paris newspapers exhort the 
peopie to abstain from voting at the elec- 
tion of Monday and to-day, and thereby give 
a death biow to the Commune.

. PASSAGE OF THE AMNESTY BILL. 

Was8INeTON, April 10.—The House to day 
took its most liberal step on the amuesty 
question. Some sixty Republicans joined 
hands with the Democrats in voting for a bili 
which relieves all but three classes of persons 
from the disabilities imposed by the Four- 
teenth amendment. A majority of all the 
New England members and three of the four 
colored members supported the bill, while 
Generals Banks, Garfield and Farnsworth, 
Gov. Blair, of Michigan, and other well- 
known Republicans gave it their votes for 
the first time. There is a very good prospect 
that the Senate will this week pass the bill; it 
s0 it is estimated that from 150,000 to 175, 
000 persons in the South will be restored 
to citizenship, and leave but 1,500 to 
2,000 disfranchised. The three excepted 
classes are as follows: First, members ofthe 
Cong ress of the United States, who withdrew 
therefrom and aided the rebellion. Second, 
officers of the army aud navy of the United 
States, who being above the age of 21 years, 
left saidarmy or navy aud aided the rebeilion. 
Third, members of the State conventions 
which adopted the ordinances of secession, 
who voted for the adoption of such ordinances- 

THE CONDITION EXACTED. 

Before any person shall be entitled to the 
benefit of this act he shall, within the district 
where he resides, before a clerk of some 
court of the United States, or a United States 
commissioner, take aud subsenbe an oath or 
affirmation to support the Constitution of the 
United States, and to bear true faith and alle- 
giance to the same; which oath or affirmation 
shall be forwarded by said officer to the 
Seeretary of State of the United States, who 
shall cause a list of all persons complying 
with the provisions of this act to be laid be- 
fore Congress at the opening of each session 
thereof; and the Officer before whom such 
oath or affirmation is made, shall give to the 
person taking it a certificate of the fact, un- 
der such forms and regulations as the Secre- 
tary of State mey prescribe. y 

THE KUKLUX BILL.“ 

The House Kukinx bill was reported in the 
Senate to-day, with but ove material amend- 
ment. Debate will open on the bill to-mor- 
row, and contimue until Thursday. The 
amendment made by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee proposes to change the limit of the 
fifth section, authonzing the President to sus- 
pend the writ of habeas corpus from June 1, 
1872, until the end of the next regular session 
of Congress. At the first glance there would 
seem to be but little difference in the time, 
but if Congress should take a recess from next 
June or July until November 380th, the effect 
of this act would then be extended over the 
Presidential election, and Grant could sus- 
pend the writ during the campaign on any 
pretext to serve his political purposes. The 
Democrats openly charge this intention, 

PROTECTORATE PROPOSED. 

Commissioner Howe is quite urgent in his 
aigument to induce the President to propose 
a protectorate over the West India Islands to 
furnish means to establish schools, to build 
railroads, endow bospitals and introduce oth- 
er appliances ot high civilization. 

THE NEXT NATIONAL CONVENTION. 
The place of holding the next Democratic 
National Convention is already being dis- 
cussed in political circles here. A strong ef 
fort will be made by Tammany to secure the 
convention for New York. But the West, it 
is believed, wall not listen to thie, and only 
those Souther? States lying on the seaboard 
are expected to lend it any countenance. 
Thus far, Louisville and St Louis are most 
prominently spoken of. The Democrats ot the 
Mississippi valley favor the former. 

4 DISAPPOINTED CARPET-BAGGER. 

Er- Senator Warner, of Alabama, was an ap- 
plicant for a place on the commiesion for ex- 
amining Southern claims, but failed in his 
expectations. He now seeks to be appointed 
Govervor of Colorado, and will probably bave 
no better luck, as the Republicans of Ala- 
dama, whom he recently aepresented in the 
capacity of a carpet-bagger, have pro‘*esated 
earnestly against bis se!e¢tion. 
THE PRESENT SESSION. 
It is probable that Congress durieg the 
present week, accordisg to the developments 
hat may take place, will conclude either to 
remain here after the regular session shall 
terminate or indicate an early date for its 
reatsembling. The President will doubtless 
consult their wishes ia this respect, 
and as a question of mileage de euds upon 
the decisiou it may be inferred they will fa. 
vor the adjournment and return by which 
this pecuniary benefit will be secured. 
THE HIGH COMMISSION. 

The work of the High Commission is now 
nearly completed and it may be said with en- 
tire agreement on- both sides as far as 
progress has been made.

WHEELING, April 10 —The German peace 
celebration in this city to day was a grind 
success beyond all expectation. Everything 
passed off satisfactorily. The weather was 
good, and the largest procession was formed 
ever seen in this city, being fully two and a 
half miles long. large number from the 
country and adjacent towns participated. The 
roads leading to the city were crowded with 
wagons and — day, the railroads 
and packets were fulrof people, and business 
houses, hotels and dwellmes were beautifully 
decorated. The usual num of runaways 
and accidents occurred, none of whick were 
serious. Distinguish speakers addressed 
the celebraters this afternoon at the close of 
the procession.

CLEVELAND, O., April 10 he grand 
peace jubilee, for a long time in preparation, 
took place to-day. The day was beautiful. 
Most of the railroads had reduced fare for 
the occasion, and morning trains brought in 
thousands of people from all parts of North- 
ern Ohio. At an eariy hour the square and 
— on the privcipal streets 
e decorations io all 
city were elaborate 
and fully equaling 
a sf liar chatacter ever 
seen here. The honors were about equally 
divided between the Star Spaugled Binuer aud 
the colors of Prussian and other States of the 
Gerwan Empire. The triumphal areh erected 
on the square is an impesing structure, I. 
stretches across the whole street, and 
rises to a bight of over eighty feet. 
It is 80 feet wide and divided into three 
arches; the central arch is 30 feet wide 
and 55 feet high; the two side arches are each 
15 feet wide and 30 feet bigh; the ceutral 
arch is surrounded by the eagle of the Ger- 
man Empire. On each side of the pediment 
of the central arch are allegorical figures; 
emanating from the pediment on each side 
are two flags, one the American and the oth- 
er the flag of the German Empire. The ped- 
iment is O:;mamented in the center 
by a shield representing the rising sun, with 
the word Frieden under it. On the top of 
the entabulare of the side arches are pieces 
of cannon balls with the cannon, a stack of 
muskets, aud the flags of the different States 
of Germany. Above each pilaster of the 
sides of each small arch are the banners of 
Saxony, Bavaria, Wurtemburg and Baden. 
The entire hight from pavement to the top of 
the eagle is 85 feet. The structure is designed 
in the Corinthian style of architecture.

He engaged two distinguished broihrs to ap- 
pear for bim, and they went into the case wiih 
an eurnestuess (hat showed how difficul: a mat- 
ter it is to deprive a lawyer oi his right to live by 
his profession. 

Every step taken by the prosecution wa: 

trenueusly contested. It was assumed by the 


bat ed by the Circult Court, all that Was neces- 
sary to+ fect the same in an inferior court was 
to proaace the record of the Circuit Court, but 
zu thts point his counsel went into a discussion 
of the jurisdiction of both courts, and showed 
‘hem to be separate and distinct: that the acijon 
of the Circuit Court could only control 
the conduct of members of it owa bar, 
and could not dictate tothe City Court about 
the attorneys of that dar. Talis point 
was soon gained by the defense, 
when they entered various motions, which be- 
ing overruled, they excepted. Then the 
counsel claimed  thaiJudge Price ‘Was 
a witness sgainst Walker in the Circuit Court, 
end therefore a partiel judge. A motion was 
made for a change of judges for that reason, aud 
afier a sharp argument the defense gained the 
point avd Judge Price descended in favor of 
Geo. Jackson who was specially elected to try 
the cause. When the special judge was seated,the 
Whole sffair begun de nove. He caused the 
rule to be read to the accused and then amend- 
ed,to which the defense excepted. Here the 
defense claimed a postponement of the case, be- 
cause this reading of the amended rule to them 
was the frst in'imation they had of any defint:e 
charge against Mr. Walker, and, tnerefore, they 
were not yet prepared to defend; but this did 
not aval! them, and they Were tuled juto trial, 
Excepiions were agsin entered, and after some 
conſuston in getting the record to proper shape, 
the prosecution introauced J, S. Clarke as a wit- 
bese. 

Clarke, this time, was decitdecly slow in his 
averments. Inthe trial above he was el ar be- 
yood a doub'; but pow he hesitated. He looked 
at Walker eno pitied him. He was inthe prison, 
and saw Walker with the papertwice. The next 
witness Is a young gentleman whose mind ts 
bent cow on more etherial things than Walker 
and bis paper, He sald what he bad to say, and 
felt relieved when it was off his mind. 

Here the case came tO à rest, and tbe counse! 
were allowed a breathing spell until to-day at 3 
o’clock, when it wiil be taken up again and 
prosecuted to conrlvsion,

Some dissatisfaction has been expressed 
about the mode of selecting delegates to 
the State Convention proposed by the 
Democratic Executive Committee for the 
city and county. The plan provides for a 
mass meeting to assemble at the court 
house next Saturday morning at .ten 
o'clock. This meeting is to select a com- 
mittee of one from each precinct, and this 
committee is then to select delegates to the 
State Convention according to the quota 
allowed. The mode seemis a little round- 
about, but it may answer as well as an- 
other and ought to be given a fair trial. 
The bour ior the meeting—ten o’clock in 
the forevoon—is well chosen. Hitherto 
the trouble has been that bummers and 
vagabonds got the ascendant and carried 
things theirown way. The object is of 
course to put a better influence on top, and 
we are satisfied that the committee has no 
axe to grind, but was moved to the action 
by proper motives. So we see no reason 
to urge a change or to make arow. The 
truth is, it is hard in a city like this to hit 
on any one plan that is not open to objec- 
tion. 


The Next National Convention. 

The first National Democratic Conven- 
tion assembled at Baltimore in 1836. Balti- 
more was chosen because of its proximity 
to Washington and its middle place upon 
the map of the period. It continued to be 
preferred until the Know-Nothing nots of 
1855, which suggested a change, and Cin- 
cinnati was selected for the convention of 
the following year. 

In 1860 the South claimed the lacation 
and fixed upon Charleston. But, failing 
to agree, the convention adjourned to 
Baltimore. Since then there have been 
two conventions, that at Chicago in 1864 
and that at New York in 1968. 

Where shall the next convention be 
held? We learn from Washington that 
there is talk of Louisville in political 
circles. Certainly the convention ought 
to meet this side of the Alleghenies and 
as close to the border line as possible. 
Louisville is the commercial metropolis 
ot the State that polls the heaviest Dem- 
ocratic majority in the Union. It is the 
railroad focus ot the South. It has the 
most direct and speedy railway communi- 
cation with the North and West of any 
city on the continent. Its hotel accom: 
modations are unequaled outside of New 
Yok, It is to the country of to-day what 
Baltimore was to the country of five and 
thirty years ago, a middle point, an acces 
sible point, a point from which sound 
iaeas and good influences can take a ready 
and radiating departure. 

What the Democratic party needs is 
light; and if the North and West will come 
here they can look directly iato the South 
and get a perfect notion of the Southern 
situation, which is again to be the bone ot 
contention, No locality presents 80 many 
inducements of a political and geographi- 
cal description. Wedged in the heart ot

The Papal question thus remains 
unsolved, and will probably remain so 
till a more pliable individual occupies the 
seat of Pros IX.

This suit is instituted un der sec, 4., chap. 23, 
on the subj ct of crimes and puui hmenis, Stau- 
tons revised statutes, which vrevides that, 
“fhe commission of a felony sheli not stay or 
merge apy civil remedy of the party aggrieved 
againet the felon.“ 

This statu'e has beep, in effect, adjudicated by 
Judge Simpsop, of the Court of Appeals, al- 
though the case which gave rise to the decision 
Was lustituted before the statute went into oper- 
ation. The case referred to is that of Eden vs. 
Lexington and Frankfort Railroad Company, ap- 
pealed from the Fayette Circuit Cort, and the 
opinion holds that“ che existence of the common 
law rule, that the party injured by an act, which 
is felonious, cannotecek civil redress for it un- 


rick (Pr. Dec. 206) it was expreseiy repudiated as 
Da ving been based on a mistaken policy; and the 
court held that reason and justice alike dictate 
that, for every civil ipjury, compensation should 
be made; and, when a person committed a crimi- 
nal offense, de was not only liable to a prosecu- 
tion for the public wrong but also to an action for 
the civil injury.” (14 B. Monroe, p. 164). 

This is the frst suit for damages against a 
criminal for the injury and w done the fam- 
ily of the party slain that bas eVer been tnstituted 
in Leu ille, notwithstanding the opportunities 
bave not been few. In cases where death re- 
sults from negligence, there is also a statuce al- 
lowing the administrator of the deceased to 
bring sult for the loss sustained in his death: 
and the reason of the law is more obvious in the 
first case than in the other, as the killing In 
cases of mere negligence, the punitive damages 
are not so aggravating as when the deceased 
person comes to his death by the criminal pur- 
pose and malicious intent of the perpetrator. 

Afew heavy judgments for damages against 
men who siay a fellow-man, either in cold biood 
or beat of passion. would bave a beneficial in- 
fluence. Ifa wife or a child can be compensated 
for the los: of acow by negiligenc*, why not be 
indemnified for the death of a husband or father 
op «hom they lean for support, when that fath- 
er is stricken Cown by the band ofa wealtay as- 
sassin? This will Dicome a leading case in Ken- 
tucky.

Nor wind, nor rain can stay the joyful prepara- 
tions Intended to celebrate tbe arts of peace. 
Now that “grim-visaged war has smoothed his 
wrinkled front,” and the barbed steeds which 
“fright the souls of fearful adversaries” are 
mounted po more, while their riders “caper 
lightly m a lady’s chamber to the lascivious 
music of the lute,” the great German heart 
everywhere grows warmer beneath the inspira- 
tion of victory. In the terrible war just el osed, 
which left the natural foe of all the Teutons at 
the feet of her conquerors, the German 
population the world over looked on 
in breathless suspense. The rival pow- 
ers for tbe mastery of a continen’ 
met for the fret time in long years, face to face, 
in deadly conflict. On the one hand Waterloo, 
on the ether Jens and Au, teritz. were to be 
avenged. As Berlin bad fallen before the great 
Napo'eon, so must Paris yield to Von Moltke, 

Especialiy aid our German friends in this 
country manifest the deepest interest. “The 
lepgthened chat, stretching from the shores of 
the RAine end the dear homes of the Fatherland, 
te the siiil loyal bearte by the banks of the Mis- 
sissipp!. was all the stronger by lis added links. 
The electric current that thrilled from the 
of the old totbe sons of the new world was 
warm as that which sent the messages of victory 
along the Allantic wires, winged by the light- 
one and guarded by the biliow. 

The German citizens of New Albany were en- 
listed, heart and soul, for several weeks, in pre- 
paring for the Grand Peace Celebration au- 
bounced for yesterday morning. 

At cayliaht the citizens were awaskened 
from their slumbers by the firing of a 88 
lute of one hundred guns ty Captain 
Adam Werner's artillery, announciag that the

Ville and the country acjoining New Albany. It 
extended over ten squares and was one of the 
most imposing displays ever witnessed in the 
city. The New Albany Silver Cornet band, Great 
Western Star band and Woollen Mill band furu- 
ished the music. The most noticeable feaimre in 
the procession was a beautifully decorated wagon 
drawn by eight splendid and richly ea parisoned 
borses. Seated on the wagon were tweaty-seven 
beautiful young misses, representative of the 
States of the German Confederation, Standing 
beneath the canopy was the handsome and ac- 
complished daughter of Dr. Meurer. Miss Anna 
Meurer, as Germania, and Misses amelia Ross 
and Mary Wunderlich as Alsace and Lorraine.

Besides the 
miottoes at d evergreens, and festoons of flowers. 
blended into a perfect harmony of colors, with 
the ensigns overhead. 

The maitial strains of the different bands, as 
the loug procession fied through these avenues 
of joyous life, impressed one as a win ature pic- 
ture of what Berlin must have deen, when the 
soldiers ret utued to capital of Prussia, a few 
weeks ago.

Bauman, to be mailed, 
and retained the other, which he yet has in bis 
POssessiop, and will pot allow it to be opened 
until after his death. Until that time bis friends 
will be in doubt as to the real cause of bis 
troubles. His physicians suppose he may linger 
urt i 10 thie moming, though they belleve 
ha wounds wili prove fatal. He is 
atout thir y-fve yeara of age, a native of 
Baden, Germany, and has been ip this country 
fourteen years. He rested lat night on the up- 
per floor of the brewery, in the same bed where 
be was urs found. It is :epoited taugt he lately 
bad a fortune left him in Germany. It is not 
known to whom tbe letters referred to above 
were addiessed, as they attracted ao notice at 
the time,
